When ever we think of fasting, we know the rules and regulations that pertain to fasting that are delineated in 
Sura al-Baqarah. These verses as all muslims maintain were revealed "after" the Fast of Ashura, i.e the 2nd Year 
of the hijrah 


For those who are fasting on 'Ashura (may God accept your fast), let me ask you these questions 

What rules and regulations did the Prophet ('s) follow or encourage his followers to adhere to, especially when

Al-Bukhari stated, “Matar b. al-Fadl related to us, quoting Rawh, quoting 
Hisham quoting ‘Ikrima, from Ibn ‘Abbas, who said, “The Prophet (SAAS) 
received his mission when he was 40 years old. He continued in Mecca receiving 
revelation for 13 years and then was ordered to emigrate. He did so for 10 years, 
then died at the age of 63. 

“His emigration took place in the month of Rabi al-Awwal in the 13th year of 
his mission, on a Monday.” 

Similarly Imam Ahmad recounted from Ibn ‘Abbas, who said, “Your Prophet 


was born on a Monday, left Mecca on a Monday, first received revelation on a 
Monday, entered Medina on a Monday and died on a Monday.” 


Muhammad b. Ishaq stated, “Whenever Abū Bakr asked permission from the 
Messenger of God (SAAS) to emigrate, he would be told, ‘Don’t be in a hurry. 
God may well give you a companion.’ And Abū Bakr hoped it would be the 
Ibn Kathir Messenger of God (SAAS), and that he was really referring to himself. 

“He therefore purchased two camels which he kept and fed at his home to be 
prepared.” 

According to al-Wagidi, he paid 800 dirhams for them both.

Prophet 4 stayed in the house of Abu Ayub Ansiri a% for six months 
and a few days. The mosque built during the time of the Prophet #% 
saw no change before the caliphate of Umar &. During his caliphate, 
| it underwent an expansion for the first time. Uthman bin Affan @ 
| strengthened it, During the time of Walid bin Abdul-Malik, it saw more 
| expansion with the inclusion of the dwellings of the noble wives of 
the Prophet 4%. Mimun Rashid Abbasi adorned the mosque beautifully. 
The Prophet 4% was in the house of Abu Ayub Ansari 4 when he sent 
Zaid bin Harithah and Abu Rafi &% to bring Fitimah, Umm Kulthum, 
Saudah bint Zam‘ah, Usimah bin Zaid and his mother, Umm Aiman 
Æ. Abdullah bin Abu Bakr $ also, along with his relatives, 
accompanied them. Talhah bin Ubaidullah @ also joined the caravan. 
After the arrival of these people, the Prophet % shifted to his newly 

built house. 


Calendar Year 


Until now the year of Prophethood was being used to keep account of 
| the time. It is notable that the name and the order of the lunar months 
| are the same as was the custom in Arabia from before. Thus the first 
year of Prophethood elapsed just in a few months. This is the reason 


why the entry of the Prophet 3 into Al-Madinah is being reported in 
the month of Rabi’ Al-Awwal, the 14th year of the Prophethood, 
oy Se reo 
imilarly, the Hijrah Calendar starts from the Prophet's emigration to 
Al-Madinah. Since he # had come to Al-Madinah on Rabi’ Al-Awwal 
12, the first Hijrah year began from Muharram; Thus the Prophet % 
stayed in the house of Abu Ayub Ansari 4% until the 2nd Hijrah year.

Among the events of the first year of migration, the construction of 
the Prophet's Mosque and his house, and the arrival of the rest of the 
believers to Al-Madinah has already been mentioned. The death of 
Abu Umimah As'ad bin Zurirah 4 is worthy of mention here. Abu 
Umimah << was not suffering from any disease. All of sudden he fell 
ill and passed away. When this sad news was given the Prophet #, he 
remarked, “The polytheists have got an opportunity to say, ‘what 
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
